PROCEEDINGS > 
FIRST DAY—MORNING SESSION 


The third annual session of the Itawamba County 
Association convened with Salem Church, Oct. 20-22, 
1923. 

The introductory preacher being absent, Rev. J. 
B. G. Hewlett was selected to deliver this sermon. He 
responded with a very able sermon, which was great- 
ly enjoyed by his hearers. 

The noon hour having arrived, adjournment was 
taken until 1:30. After partaking of refreshments, 
the Messengers and visitors assembled and engaged in 
a splendid song service, after which the moderator 
read an evening lesson, a prayer was offered, and 
the body then proceeded to take up the regular work.

Christian Education in General—The educational 
institution which is free to ecourage and develop the 
appreciation of the best and noblest things in life is 
the institution where the truest education can be se- 
cured. The school which lays the emphasis upon the 
life and teachings of Jesus Christ and which is able 
to inspire students to think in harmony with his di- 
vine mind, provides for the next generation the men 
and women who are destined to become the leaders 
in every field of noble thought and worthy action, 

The Baptists of Mississippi have wisely built and 
are now supporting a group of schools which are im- 
parting tae type of education in which the process 
and tae goal of learning have their inspiration in a 
faithful appreciation of Jesus Christ. 

The State Denominational Schools—Mississippi 
College, Blue Mountain College, Mississippi Woman’s 
College, Clarke Memorial College. 

The South-Wide Institutions—Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, Baptist Bible Institute, South- 
wesiern Baptist, Theological Seminary. 

Ministerial Education—There were one hundred 

nineteen ministerial] students in Mississsippi and 
Clarke Colleges last session. Two-thirds of these re- 
ceived some help from the Board of Ministerial Edu- 
cation. At least one-half of these could not have 
remained in college without help. There were ap- 
plications for help for Aabout.twice as much as was 
received for ministerial education. Ministerial stu- 
dents are entering our colleges in increasing num- 
bers and the funds being received are entirely in- 
adequate to take care of the needs.

Report on Missions—In its broadest phase the sub- 
ject of missions covers the whole gamut of Christian 
activity. Our discussion is to be limited to missons 
within the Association, missions within the, State, and 
missions among Southern Baptists and on the foreign 
fields. 

Missions Within the Association—Special empha- 
sis is given to missions within the Association. The 
churches which compose this Association have great 
responsibilities, as well as great possibilities, in con- 
sidering the welfare of each other. No church can 
stand aloof from other churches and perform its 
whole mission. Churches of Jesus Christ are truly 
independent bodies, but they are just as truly inter- 
dependent, both in behalf of their own welfare and 
in approaching and accomplishing the great kingdom 
exterprises. In view of the increasing opportunities 
and achievements of our denomination, it is all the 
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more important that churches of the Association be 
strongly bound together, giving aid, strength and en- 
couragement to each other in the midst of their prob- 
lems, plans and undertakings. 

Missions Within the State—The mission work 
within the State has made good progress during the 
year. The pastors and churches and all the work- 
ing forces of the denomination in the State have ren- 
dered splendid service and the various causes have 
made great strides forward. 

The 75 Million Campaign—We call special at- 
tention to the re-enforcement campaign which will 
be put on in all of the Associations this fall, when 
an effort will be made (a) to enlist all members 
who did not subscribe at the beginning and all new 
members who have since come into our church; (b) 
to collect all pledges due and to solicit cash contri- 
bhations from all who have made no pledges; (c) to 
enroll as many tithers as possible in all of our 
churches. 

We would urge that contributions to this fund 
be made regularly by all the churches and that the 
ireasurers forward the amounts monthly to Dr. J. 
B. Gunter, Jackson. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK 

The Sunday School workers have visited one hun- 
dred and sixty-six churches, have delivered one thou- 
sand and twelve diplomas, have delivered a sum 
otal of three thousand four hundred and _ sixty 
awards, have conducted or aided in thirteen city 
training schools, have held 46 rural schools, have 
given two weeks each to the Negroes at Jackson 
College and Natchez College. 

There has been eighty additions to the churches 
as a result of the S. S. Missionaries. “‘The great need 
of the hour is trained workers. We insist that every 
church wil! do its season of training just as it now 
has its season of revivals”’.

‘he work of this Board consists of co-operative 
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missions, enlistment, evangelism, mountain schools 
foreigners, Indians, Negroes, Cuba and Panama, sol- 
diers and seamen, publicity, Southern Baptist Sana- 
torium and church extension. 

There were last year a total of 1,188 missionaries 
who supplied 3,131 churches and missions under 
direction of the Home Board. These workers deliv 
ered 165,445 sermons, made 226,992 religious visits, 
baptized 56,164 converts, received 83,994 additions to 
the churches, organized 305 churches, built 456 
;ous.s of worship, organized 786 Sunday schools, 
distributed millions of pages of tracts and thousands 
of copies of the Scriptures. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Southern Baptists are now working in_ sixteen 
ccuntries of the world, comprising a population of 
rine hundred million, one-fourth of the world. There 
are now 622 churckes in the foreign fields, with a 
membership of 64,350. They gave $7.24 per member 
last year.

for crippled children. Admitted patients, 
Tennessee, 2.746; Mississippi, 778; other states, 
74 from Mississippi treated free. The X-ray depart- 
ment handled 1,041 patients for diagnosis, treated 
102, ministered to them 1,928 times in the six months.
